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GOV. APPOINTS GAY 


Gov. Brown Keeps Promise, 
Appoints David Goodstein 


Governor Jerry Brown has 
kept his promise to Gay com¬ 
munity leaders by appointing 
an upfront Gay person to a sig¬ 
nificant position. 

Brown has appointed David 
Goodstein, longtime activist 
and publisher of The Advocate 
newspaper, to his new state 
advisory council on economic 
development. Goodstein 
entered Gay activism by be¬ 
coming involved in the Society 
for Individual Rights (SIR) and 
later formed the Whitman- 
Radclyffe Foundation. He 
purchased The Advocate four 
years ago and greatly increased 
its national circulation. 

A resident of Menlo Park, he 
is also a member of the Demo¬ 
cratic National Finance Council 


and a member of the Hunger 
Project Council, a project of 
Werner Erhard, founder of est 
seminars. The publisher’s 
latest projects have been the 
development of the Advocate 
Educational and Legal Fund 
and The Advocate Experience, 
self-awareness seminars for 
Gay people. 

Governor Brown was re¬ 
jected by the Gay Caucus in an 
all night session at a recent 
California Democratic Council 
meeting in San Diego. He also 
met with Gay leaders at the 
meeting but activists were not 
moved by his vague promises. 
Later, Brown again met with 
statewide Gay activists in Los 
Angeles to again woo the Gay 
vote and promises to consider 
Gay people for important state 
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positions and to be public about 
his opposition to the Briggs 
Initiative. Since then, the gov¬ 
ernor has begun to receive 
endorsements from Gay 
Democratic clubs. 

B.A.R. asked Goodstein 
what his reaction was. “I am 
honored,” he replied; “I think it 
is a sign of the Governor’s con¬ 
fidence in our community and 
in me that he would make such 
an appointment. He’s not 
afraid of appointing a Gay to a 
committee that deals with the 
problems of the entire state.” 

Goodstein said his commit¬ 
tee'is advisory to the Depart¬ 
ment of Business and Econom¬ 
ic Development. The first 
meeting will be in early August 
in Sacramento. One of the 
main thrusts of their work is 
International Trade, in general 
to improve the business climate 
in California. 

He continued, “I want it to 
be really clear that my intention 
is to demonstrate that an 
upfront Gay person, on a 
committee that has nothing to 
do with being Gay v can serve 
all of California . . *. I take that 
challenge very seriously. It’s 
my intention to do a good job, 
and it’s my observation that will 
enlarge the context for other 
Gay people to play in the game 
of life.”

Frank Fitch, president of the 
Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club, told B.A.R., “I anticipate 
that other Gay people will be 
appointed by the Governor in 
the future. Brown knows that 
the Gay vote is important to 
him. The race between himself 
and Evelle Younger is going to 
close and that he will have to 
work hard to win.” 

Fitch said that he did not 
mean to imply the Governor 
“does take such an action just 
for political reasons. I am sure 
that he feels that Goodstein is 
highly qualified. Goodstein is 
able. He took over a news¬ 
paper that was doing a fair job 
of being profitable and success¬ 
ful and turned it into a publica¬ 
tion that is now doing an excel¬ 
lent job of being profitable and 
successful. Goodstein has the 
skills that the Governor needed 
for this particular economic 
panel — a person who is inno¬ 
vative, who has new ideas, 
new ways of doing things. 

“I think that Gay people will 
be supporting Brown in the 
coming election. Younger’s 
long history as a politician has 
been one of non-support of the 
Gay community, although I do 
appreciate his opposition to the 
Briggs Initiative.” 

Goodstein will serve without 
pay on the Advisory Council 
on Economic Development 
which is set up to advise the 
director of the Commission for 
Economic Development. The 
advisory council will be con¬ 
cerned with matters relating to 
creating employment and busi¬ 
ness opportunities in the state 


Anti-Briggs 
Forces Unite 

A newly-formed anti-Briggs 
group has evidently become 
the catalyst for organizing those 
forces attempting to mount 
campaigns to fight the Briggs 
anti-Gay teachers initiative. 

At a Wednesday, July 19, 
meeting, the Bay Area Com¬ 
mittee Against the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative (BACABI), Concerned 
Voters of California (CVC), 
and representatives of the new 
group, ban Franciscans United 
(SFU), met and laid the 
groundwork for working with 
one another. 

SFU came out of the leader¬ 
ship of SF Gay Democrats — 
Harry Britt, Chris Perry and Bill 
Kraus. Kraus, a student, and 
Gwen Craig, a feminist/activist 
will serve as coordinators of 
SFU. Included in its planning 
and directorship are Connie 
O’Connor, SF Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment; Hank Wilson, Gay 
Teachers and School workers; 
Bob Ross, publisher of B.A.R.; 
Wayne Friday, President of the 
SF Tavern Guild; Supervisor 
Harvey Milk and SF 
Democratic Party official Agar 
Jaicks. 

Howard Wallace, a BACABI 
activist, told B.A.R. that 
BACABI has always encour¬ 
aged mutual fund-raising and 
cooperative actions by the anti- 
Briggs groups. He was joined 
in his support of the umbrella 
group by officials at Don 
Bradley Associates, which is 
managing the media campaign 
for CVC. 
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Armistead Sues Jock 
After House Assault 


Two former pro-football 
players who have become 
writers nearly clashed last 
February at the residence of a 
third writer, Armistead 
Maupin. A confrontation did 
not occur because Dave Kopay 
(“The Dave Kopay Story”) was 
not present, evidently irritating 
David Meggyesy (“Out of Their 
League”). 

A civil suit filed by Maupin 
and others alleges that 
Meggyesy called out, “Where is 
Kopay? We came to get that 
fruit Kopay.” He was joined by 
an unnamed woman and a 
friend, John Clancy. Meggesy 
now lives in Berkeley, Clancy 
in San Francisco. 

Kopay is a former San Fran¬ 
cisco ’49er and Meggyesy is a 
former St. Louis Cardinal. 
Meggyesy is critical of pro foot¬ 
ball in his “League” book 
(pocketbook, $1.75, Warner 
Books). Kopay is also critical 
of the sport, particularly the 
attitude of some players toward 
homosexuality, in his book. 

The suit was filed by 
Maupin, two former 
roommates — Jim Gaguer and 
Brian Bullard — and Maupin’s 
publicist, Ken Maley. It alleges 
assault and battery, civil rights 
conspiracy, injury to animals, 
civil conspiracy, and violation 
of the Ralph Civil Rights Act of 
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Applying the Ralph Act 
(51.7 of the State Civil Code) is 
a seldom-used tactic. The act 
states that “all persons have the 
right to be free from any vio¬ 
lence or intimidation by threat 
of violence.” Although the act 
does not specify “sexual orien¬ 
tation” in its guidelines, the 
state court has ruled that such 
categories are illustrative and 
not exclusive. 

The charge is that the 
arriving group pushed in the 
door, knocking down Gaguer. 
One assailant is alleged to have 
kicked a small pet dog down 
the stairs. Maupin states that 
Clancy also tossed his potted 
plants around. 

Maupin and the three others 
have filed the suit in Superior 
Court and are asking $10,000 
each. 


Maley, a publicist, and 
Maupin announced the suit 
and details of an incident in- 
' volving former police homicide 
inspector Dave Toschi, re¬ 
ported elsewhere, just before 
the publication of an article 
about Toschi in New West 
magazine.

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TARNISHED TRIANGLE: Maupin, Maley, Toschi

Sensational developments, 
orchestrated by a local Gay 
publicist, Ken Maley, have 
brought considerable attention 
to his client, popular writer 
Armistead Maupin. Maley, it is 
revealed in the current New 
West magazine, was the 
Svengali behind Maupin who 
set up the writer’s contacts with 
the police which brought about 
the removal of publicity¬ 
seeking homicide cop Dave 


Toschi. Toschi is known as the 
officer charged with bringing in 
the multiple murderer, Zodiac. 

Maley arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco a few years ago from 
Kansas via Los Angeles, where 
he was raised in a 
fundamental-

where he was raised in a funda¬ 
mentalist religious background. 
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This threesome were confronted by former St. Louis 
Cardinal player David Meggyesy (and friends) in a Nob Hill 
apartment. Writer Armistead Maupin is pictured surrounded 
by two friends involued in a lawsuit against Meggyesy. Ken 
Maley (L.) is a publicist who advises Maupin. Jim Gaguer 
(R.) is a former roommate in the Maupin household. 
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He attended San Francisco 
State where he served as 
Student Body President. Later 
he became active in political 
circles, joining the Alice B. 
Toklas Democratic Club and 
unsuccessfully running for a 
vice presidency. He surfaced 
in the Bob Mendelsohn for 
State Senate campaign as a 
staff worker and later served 
briefly with the Stokes for 
Supervisor campaign. Maley 
lives in the same building as 
Armistead Maupin and has 
been a publicist for Maupin and 
the ex pro-football player 
turned Gay lecturer Dave 
Kopay. 

It is Maley, with co-signer 
Maupin, who filed a police 
complaint last April alleging 
that investigator Toschi had 
written letters to Maupin which 
praised the writer — signed by 
several women — and drawing 
suspicion that Toschi may have 
written the final Zodiac letter. 
Toschi admits having written 
his own fan mail but denies that 
he wrote the Zodiac letter. 

The fan letters are reprinted 
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in New West and include the 
now-embarrassing anonymous 
praise that Toschi had for him¬ 
self. He referred to himself as 
“a glamour guy,” “very smart 
and a good officer,” “a real 
detective” and even “curly- 
haired and adorable.” 

It is in the New West article 
that Maley is repeatedly men¬ 
tioned as having instigated the 
Toschi attack. It is Maley who 
“persuaded me,” Maupin 
writes, “to dig through a trunk 
of old fan mail” to find the 
Toschi letters. Later it is “a 
personal friend of Ken Maley’s” 
on the police force who was 
approached with the letters. 
Again Maupin reveals that it is 
at Ken’s house “that they met a 
police official, Inspector Jim 
Tedesco, the direct superior to 
Toschi at the time. 

Toschi, currently on vaca¬ 
tion after being transferred 
from Homicide to the Pawn 
Shop detail, told the SF 
Examiner’s Kevin Starr, “I 
never met Maley. He must 
have a ruthless instinct for PR, 
however. He has sure gotten 
Maupin and New West their 
share of publicity at my ex¬ 
pense. As far as I can tell, 
Maupin is the only guy to gain 
anything out of all this.” 

Who is Armistead Maupin? 
Most San Franciscans know 
that he is the creator of the SF 
Chronicle series “Tales of the 
City” — soon to be a book. He 
is also the talented writer who 
wrote the sold-out hit show 
“Beach Blanket Babylon Goes 
to the Stars” . . . Maupin 
enjoys being controversial, 
having kissed Mayor George 
Moscone on the lips before 
1500 people at a Castro 
Theater event and openly 
advertised for a women in 
order to broaden his sexual 
experience. 

Police Chief Charles Gain 
has announced that his latest 
investigation reveals that the 
last “Zodiac” letter was not 
writ-ten by Zodiac. He states, 
however, that anyone could 
have written it. The Zodiac’s 
writing style became known 
when the SF Chronicle 
published an earlier letter from 
the murderer. 


Toschi is well-known among 
Gay journalists who have 
considered him a friend. He 
sought attention and received 
it, but he was also considered 
competent in his assignment in 
attempting to crack the many 
murders of Gay people from 
19751977. He attempted to 
develop a pattern of crime and 
widely circulated a sketch of a 
suspect known as “The 
doodler.” Although he was 
under attack from some Gays 
for not “really trying to solve 
the murders because they are 
of Gay people,” this reporter 
found this not to be true. 
Toschi was tenacious in his 
work and spent many hours in 
Gay bars attempting to find 
leads. In answer to a question 
from this reporter at the time, 
Toschi admitted that if hard 
evidence in a murder case is 
not forthcoming within 48 
hours of the crime, there is not 
much hope of solving it. 

Toschi now believes that 
Maley and Maupin “are out to 
destroy my professional career 
and my personal life.” He said 
the complaint against him by 
the two was done “to call atten¬ 
tion to Maupin’s article and his 
book. In any event, they 
signed a complaint at just the 
right time to get the maximum 
amount of publicity. Even 
when I’m exonerated, as I will 
be, they’ll still have gotten their 
publicity at my expense.” 


Seattle Is Next!! 

SEATTLE — Initiative 13 
supporters are still attempting 
to garner enough signatures to 
qualify for a city ballot. The 
measure would repeal this 
city’s law which protects homo¬ 
sexuals from job and housing 
discrimination. 

Save Our Moral Ethics 
(SOME) supports 13. The two 
police officers who formed 
SOME reveal they have re¬ 
ceived a $3,000 contribution 
from Anita Bryant’s Protect 
America’s Children. Bryant’s 
Baptist minister has been in 
Seattle to assist with the SOME 
effort. 

Seattle Citizens to Retain 
Fair Employment (SCRFE) has 
received a $2,000 donation 
from the Playboy Foundation 
to help in its anti-13 campaign. 
SCRFE has the support of 
many local politicos and the 
Council of Churches. 

SOME appears to be having 
some difficulty in obtaining 
signatures on its petitions. It 
now has 3,000 and needs 
17,000 by August 22. 

Gay rights lobbyists had a 
recent setback when Governor 
Dixy Lee Ray announced that 
she does not believe that state 
non-discrimination legislation is 
needed. She told the press, “I 
think the whole question with 
respect to sexual behavior is a 
matter that is not an appropri¬ 
ate one for government.” . . . 
Ray has refused to take a public 
position on the Seattle cam¬ 
paign, which local Gay activists 
believe may be a Plus. 
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SF Attorneys Reject Briggs, 
State Bar Presents Problem 


San Francisco’s Bar Associ¬ 
ation has rejected the anti-Gay 
Briggs Initiative. It has been 
joined by the 2,000-member 
Barristers Club, composed of 
attorneys under 36. The Bar¬ 
risters’ Board of Directors has 
unanimously rejected the 
measure. 

Armstrong, a state bar dele¬ 
gate, believes that to approach 
the State Bar with the Briggs 
Initiative at its September con¬ 
vention in San Francisco could 
be a serious mistake. When he 
asked the bar delegates to ap¬ 
prove Gay employment rights 
in 1977, the request was over¬ 
whelmingly defeated. Arm¬ 
strong emphasized that the 
conservatives run the state bar. 
When asked if Gays should 
present their case on Briggs at 
the July State Bar directors’ 
meeting in Los Angeles, Arm¬ 
strong said, “Do we need 
another defeat? That group is 
ultra-Right.” 

Concern was expressed to 
B.A.R. by other Gay attorneys 
about the wisdom of Gays con¬ 
fronting the state bar with the 
knowledge that an apparent 
defeat could be used by Briggs. 

Three Barrister arguments 
given as to why people should 
not support Briggs were: 

1. It would cause teachers 
to lose their jobs as a result of 
the exercise of their rights of 
association and speech or their 


sexual orientation. 

2. It would punish school 
employees for their lifestyles 
and/or expressions of their 
political and personal beliefs. 

3. The vagueness of the 
initiative would likely lead to 
unclear and unequal enforce¬ 
ment. 

Boston Judge 
Suspended— 
Attended 
Gore Vidal 
Lecture 

BOSTON — Superior 
Court Chief Justice Robert 
Bonin has been indefinitely 
suspended and has been 
formally censured in a public 
hearing here because he at¬ 
tended a lecture by novelist 
Gore Vidal. The Massachu¬ 
setts Supreme Judicial Court 
has ruled that Bonin was guilty 
of an indiscretion when he at¬ 
tended the event, a fund-raiser 
for the Gay activist group 
Boston/Boise Committee. 

Prosecutor Robert Meserve 
called Bonin a “knee-jerk 
liberal ... arbitrary, illogical, 
and arrogant” in his summation 
to the-court. Defense Counsel 
Paul Sugarman responded that 
“a judge should hear all the 


views that community has to 
offer, without endorsing them, 
even if they be those’ of a 
sexual minority or any pther 
minority.” 

The crux of the hearing was 
the nature of the sponsoring 
committee (whether it was a 
defense committee for Gay 
defendants or “educational” in 
nature) and whether Bonin was 
prejudiced for his future judicial 
deliberations by attending a 
semi-political lecture sponsored 
by a Gay group. Sugarman 
contended that Bonin would 
never have attended the 
lecture if he had even 
suspected that some of the 
profits from the affair would go 
to help defendants. 

David Brill, political analyst 
for Boston’s GAY 
COMMUNITY NEWS, said 
that the nature of the hearing 
indicated that the committee 
was on trial as much as Bonin. 
The Boston/Boise group 
emphatically denied the allega¬ 
tion that it was political in 
nature or that any of its funds 
would go into defending local 
Gay people arrested in an 
alleged child prostitution and 
pornography ring. 

Bonin attended the April 5 
lecture by Vidal with his wife. 
He later denied that he knew of 
any political tie-in with the 
sponsorship of the presentation 
in a local church. Vidal made 
references to the child porno/ 
prostitution case and called for 
Gay activists attending to 
demand their rights. It was 
deemed unfortunate that 
Bonin and his wife had seated 


themselves in a section marked 
“Reserved for Defendants.” 
An aide to Bonin told the court 
that he informed Bonin in 
advance that the Vidal event 
was a “defense fund” benefit. 

Brill told B.A.R. that the 
judicial court’s suspension 
keeps Bonin from sitting but it 
does not remove him from 
office. Bonin now has to 
choose — resign or face a re¬ 
moval attempt in the state 
legislature. 

Two bills are now before the 
legislature to remove Bonin.

Mayoral vetoes which he 
helps sustain enable Harvey 
Milk to be — barely — on the 
prevailing side of most city de¬ 
cisions. Even so, all other ten 
Supervisors win more often. 

Milk, the first elected Gay 
official in San Francisco, joined 
successful alliances on major 
issues before the Board of 
Supervisors about 55% of the 
time between January and 
June. B.A.R. has surveyed 40 
key votes because of their 
importance to Gay people and 
the city. 

Dan White and Ella Hutch, 
now receiving the most 
criticism among Gay people, 
prevailed most often. 

Carol Ruth Silver continues 
to agree with Milk’s positions 
more than other colleagues. 
The two have disagreed on 
only two major issues — 
removing police/fire collective 
bargaining from the June city¬ 
wide ballot (Silver favored) and 
Yerba Buena convention 
center construction (Milk 
opposed). 

Voting statistics, of course, 
are not the single measure of 
effectiveness. Milk’s greatest 
victory in his first six months 
took place behind-the-scenes. 


April To June Board Votes 

B.A.R. is monitoring the performance of up-front Gay Harvey 
Milk in relation to his ten colleagues on the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. Forty votes have been selected, based on wide¬ 
spread agreement about their importance to Gay and other vital 
city concerns. 

The first 20 items were published in B.A.R. March 30. These 
are 20 (April through June) items with Milk winning 10 and losing 
10. All other Supervisors win more often . . bp

protest votes against the overall 
measure. He drew even again 
in post-Jarvis/Gann delibera¬ 
tions, particularly supporting 
(currently) successful wishes of 
Mayor George Moscone. 

Perhaps Milk’s greatest 
setback as a Supervisor was 
losing an ordinance to curb 
housing speculation by taxing 
profits on first-year sales at 
80%. By 8-2 the Board 
thought the ordinance would 
not produce the desired result, 
and only Silver supported Milk 
(Hutch was absent). 

SYMBOLISM 

Milk has fared well on most 
symbolic issues (those not hav¬ 
ing effect as law) that he has 
sponsored. He persuaded the 
Board to oppose this 
November’s anti-Gay 
Proposition 6, to support state 
legislation banning 

employment discrimination 
against Gays, and to urge 
closing a consulate because of 
South Africa’s racial discrimi¬ 
nation. The Board refused, 
however, to oppose a recodifi¬ 
cation of federal criminal 
statutes that civil libertarians 
say is dangerous. On a 
measure solicited by Moscone, 
Milk stood alone in opposing a 
plea to the Pentagon to keep 
the Presidio open. 

Opposition to Briggs is one 
of seven identifiably Gay issues 
in the B.A.R. survey. Milk’s 
position prevailed five times. 
Though there is no Gay- 
community consensus that his 
losses — a guarantee of 330 
Grove’s continuance as a com¬ 
munity center and new mental 
health funds — reflect Board 
anti-Gay sentiment, his 
positions serve as the best com¬ 
parative. On the Gay issues, 
only Silver and John Molinari 
agreed with Milk all 7 times, 
with Gordon Lau, Hutch and 
Lee Dolson agreeing 6 times, 
Ron Pelosi and Dianne Fein- 
stein 5 each, Quentin Kopp 4, 
and Lee Dolson and White 3 
each. 

On all 40 of milk’s positions 
in this survey, Silver agreed 
with 85%, Lau 78%, Hutch 
and Molinari 63%, Gonzales 
56%, White 43%, Pelosi 
37%, Feinstein 34%, Kopp 
26 %, and Dolson 21 %. 

Although isolated 10-1 
when he opposed the new 
Gay-rights ordinance and the 
parade/fair street closings, 
White’s votes have been more

crucial than any other 
Supervisor’s in determining city 
policy in 1978. 

White voted for Feinstein for 
president, then joined her 
opponents to preserve Mayor 
Moscone’s power to appoint 
the Manpower Planning 
director, then joined Feinstein 
supporters again to enact 
Kopp’s plan over Moscone’s for 
appointing the Commission on 
Aging. White allied with lib¬ 
erals in supporting shorter fire¬ 
fighter working hours, and 
conservatives in opposing 
stipends to deputy voter regis¬ 
trars. He joined Kopp’s 
Finance Committee in 
opposing funds for a police 
Office of Citizen Complaints, 
and Moscone in approving tax 
increases last month. White is 
now switching this month to 
rescind those increases. All 
these were decided by one 
vote. 

In fact, on 15 items (in the 
survey) decided by one vote, 
White was on the winning side 
of 13 of them. Hutch prevailed 
on 12, Pelosi and Feinstein on 
10, Lau and Kopp on 9, 
Dolson 8, Milk 7, and Silver, 
Molinari and Gonzales 6. 

White and Hutch also led — 
each at 83% — in the propor¬ 
tion of times they were on the 
winning side of all 40 votes. 
Pelosi and Feinstein prevailed 
at a 79% rate, Lau 73%, 
Molinari 68%, Gonzales and 
Kopp 67%, Dolson 62%, 
Silver 60%, and Milk 55%. 

Hutch has come under 
increasing criticism from some 
Gay people, not on Gay issues 
but by frustrating their expecta¬ 
tions that she would be more 
allied with the Board’s liberals 
— Lau, Molinari, Milk, Silver 
and (usually) Gonzales. Gay 
activists Jim Rivaldo and Dick 
Pabich, who prepared Hutch 
campaign literature as well as 
Milk’s and Silver’s last year, are 
among the discontented. The 
Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club is preparing a delegation 
to meet with Hutch. 

According to the criticism, 
Hutch’s vote for Feinstein for 
president created a conserva¬ 
tive Finance Committee. Fein¬ 
stein appointed both Hutch 
and fiscal watchdog Kopp to 
Finance. When that committee 
disallowed funding a police 
civilian review board and most 
new Gay mental health con¬ 
tracts, she remained true to the 
Feinstein coalition in keeping 
the budget closed on the Board 
floor. On the other hand, 
Hutch joined most liberals in 
proposing tax increases as a 
“life preserver” against Prop. 
13 lost revenue. 

Hutch confused the Gay 
community by first appearing 
to sustain White on blocking 
Gay Freedom Day street clos¬ 
ing but later affirming closing. 
She helped pass by 8-3 a reso¬ 
lution giving city officials 
authority to check criminal 
records of applicants for city 
employment, then switched 
when her vote was crucial in 
sustaining a mayoral veto.

Black Ministers 
Reject 
Gay Rights 

Black Church Untouched 
by Gay Rights Crusade reads 
the banner headline in the 
current issue of JET magazine. 
The article contends, “Though 
the push for Gay rights has 
permeated many avenues of 
society — employment, educa¬ 
tion, politics — it has yet to 
make a formidable challenge to 
the Black church...” 

One exception to the rule, 
JET reports, is Rev. Jonnie 
Colemon, pastor of Christ Uni¬ 
versal Temple in Chicago. She 
states that “the ministry makes 
no distinction between Gays 
and other parishoners. My 
feeling is I cannot decide or 
judge who’s right and who’s 
wrong or who’s anything. My 
job is to teach people how to 
live better lives. I don’t care 
who you are, where you come 
from, or what you do. My job 
is to help you wherever your 
hurt might be.” Colemon em¬ 
phasized that if a Gay person 
came to her she would admin¬ 
ister aid in regard to the 
person’s problem — not the 
person’s sexual .orientation. 

“The church is diametrically 
opposed to homosexuality,” 
states Bishop William Hilliard 
of the Third African Methodist 
Episcopal Zion District. He told 
JET, “I’m not saying that we 
don’t have some in our denom¬ 
ination, but they have not sur¬ 
faced to an extent that they 
create a problem.” The official 
position of his church is that 
homosexuality is a sin. 

A stronger position against 
homosexuals was urged by 
Bishop Jasper Roby, spiritual 
head of the Apostolic Over¬ 
coming Holy Church of God. 
He sided with Anita Bryant in 
calling for Black and white min¬ 
isters to speak out from the 
pulpit against the “homosexual 
lifestyle.” He said it “is just like 
any other disease, and if we 
don’t try very hard to stop it, it 
will grow to destroy us all.” 

Rev. Colemon’s liberal views 
were not shared with Rev. 
George Lawrence, pastor of 
Antioch Baptist Church, New 
York City, and an official of 
that church. He sided with 
Rev. Thomas Kolgore, 
president of the Progressive 
National Baptist Convention 
who has said, “I believe sex be¬ 
longs in the bedroom of a 
married man and woman.” 

Rev. Kolgore, however, 
takes the position adopted by 
many Protestant denomina¬ 
tions — that homosexuals are 
people entitled to civil rights. 
He concludes, “The world of 
literature, music, art, education 
and religion would be poorer if: 
these people had been locked 
out of safety.”

FCC Decision 
Explained By 
NGTF 

A victory was achieved by 
the National Gay Task Force 
out of its recent hearing before 
the Federal Communications 
Commission: Gays are in¬ 

cluded as a legitimate minority, 
worthy of access to the FCC 
under the federal communica¬ 
tions law. The FCC ruled that 
its “other” minorities category 
includes Gay people and that 
local television and radio sta¬ 
tions must recognize Gays as 
having legitimate demands. 

Ronald Gold, a NGTF offi¬ 
cial, told B. A.R. that the NGTF 
represented 146 Gay groups in 
its petition. He said the victory 
was partial because the NGTF 
had asked for a separate listing 
— to add “sexual orientation” 
to the list of 19 categories now 
“recognized” by the FCC. In¬ 
cluding Gays under “other 
minorities” will, however, 
permit local Gay individuals 
and groups to demand equal 
treatment by TV and radio out¬ 
lets. 

The communications law 
states that the 19 groups “and 
other significant minorities” 
must be “ascertained” — 
meaning that their concerns 
must be sought out by local 
broadcasters. Gold urged that 
local Gay groups should now 
confront TV and radio execu¬ 
tives with their concerns and 
their demands, which 
previously had been held to be 
questionable under the vague 
policy of the FCC in regard to 
Gays. 

Homophobic statements by 
newscasters, stereotyping of 
Gay people on feature 
programs, and anti-Gay 
religious broadcasting have 
been a concern of many Gay 
activists. In the past, Gays 
could complain but in reality 
had no official standing with 
the FCC. The new policy 
establishes the Gay community 
as a legitimate minority.

Cranston 
Speaks Out 
Again On 
Gay Rights 

U.S. Senator Alan Cranston 
has again spoken out to public¬ 
ly support Gay rights. In 
addressing the Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club in San Fran¬ 
cisco, he called again for “the 
right of people to express 
themselves in the way they 
choose — in dignity and 
without intervention by public 
or private forces in their own 
daily lives.” 

The senator emphasized, as 
he had to 3,000 Gay activists at 
the Hollywood Palladium 
recently, that the movement 
against Gay rights has parallels 
in the early attempts to restrain 
Jews under Hitler. He stressed

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nists, socialists, Catholics and 
homosexuals. 

“All are equally threatened 
by an attack on any,” Cranston 
urged . . . “I’ll be doing what I 
can in this cause, and I thank 
you for your courage and for 
your determination. It is going 
to be a long, tough fight . . . 
There are many, many set¬ 
backs. You have to expect that 
before there can be victory.” 

The senator called on the 
Gay community to “choose the 
battlegrounds with care, so that 
you can have some victories to 
offset the defeats that are pres¬ 
ently seen suffered. In the long 
run, this is important to all 
people in our society because 
basically I feel the people of our 
country are fair-minded and do 
value their own individual liber¬ 
ties and the liberties of others. 
Victory will come.” 

High Court 
Rejects One 
Gay Petition, 
Considers 
Another 

The California Supreme 
Court has refused to block the 
anti-Gay Briggs Initiative from 
appearing on the November 
ballot, based on a petition filed 
by several Gay groups and 
individuals. However, it has 
yet to rule on a separate peti¬ 
tion filed by Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church. 

The court ruled without 
comment against the petition, 
which had charged that politi¬ 
cal and privacy rights are 
denied by the mere presence of 
the initiative on the ballot. The 
contention was that the threat 
of the initiative’s adoption is 
currently preventing freedom 
of the people to act as Gay per¬ 
sons or in support of Gay 
rights. 

The MCC action calls for re¬ 
moval of the measure, which 
has been placed on the ballot 
by the Secretary of State 
because of its denial of religious 
freedom. MCC, which has an 
outreach to the Gay commu¬ 
nity, contends that Gay school 
employees in its congregation 
are fearful that their religious 
association with the church 
could later be used against 
them under the initiative if it is 
approved by the voters in 
November. This, MCC 
contends, has denied some of 
its congregation the right to 
religious freedom under the 
Constitution.

The petition that was denied 
was filed by the California Fed¬ 
eration of Teachers, Lesbian 
School workers, Gay Teachers 
and School Workers Coalition, 
Gay Teachers of Los Angeles, 
Gay Academic Union, the 
Pride Foundation and several 
individuals. 

In the past, the High Court 
has rejected attempts to 
remove initiative measures 
from the ballot, preferring to 
consider such petitions if the 
initiative becomes law. Previ¬ 
ously, the court had ruled 
unconstitutional a repeal of the 


state’s Rumford Fair Housing 
Act which had been approved 
by the voters through the 
initiative process. 

The anti-Briggs petitions 
rejected by the court will be re¬ 
submitted if the Briggs Initiative 
passes. 

CC TIMES 
Publisher 
Ousted 

A Los Angeles Gay publica¬ 
tion, Coast-to-Coast Times, 
announced that it has 
dismissed its publisher, Rob 
Appel. 

Simon Zohn, major partner 
of' Coast Press Limited (the 
parent company) said that 
Appel had an “inability to cope 
with economic realities and 
contributed to a negative public 
relations image.” Appel has 
since announced that he will 
begin another publication. 

The Times’ Ace Lundon has 
expanded his duties as Manag¬ 
ing Editor to include publishing 
responsibilities. 

B.A.R. has also learned that 
a local Gay newspaper, GAY- 
ZETTE, has discontinued pub¬ 
lication after producing 13 
issues. GAYZETTE had a 
small press run and was distrib¬ 
uted primarily in non-Gay 
businesses. 

Hongisto Heads 
New York 
State Prisons 

ALBANY - Richard Hon- 
gisto has again established him¬ 
self as part of the criminal 
justice system by accepting an 
appointment as the head of 
New York’s troubled prison 
system. 

Hongisto had built an im¬ 
pressive list of “former” posi¬ 
tions such as San Francisco 
police community relations 
officer'Sheriff of San Francisco 
and Police Chief of Cleveland. 
He had stayed on in Cleveland 
as an observer in the recall 
effort to remove Mayor Dennis 
Kucinich, possibly hopeful of 
being re-appointed Police 
Chief of that city. Rumors that 
he desired to be Cleveland’s 
mayor were denied by 
Hongisto and his associates. 
The administrator had recently 
married SF activist Elizabeth 
Colton and purchased a home 
in Cleveland. 

In announcing his appoint¬ 
ment, the Associated Press 
reported that Hongisto was 
elected Sheriff of San Francisco 
“on a platform of fair treatment 
of homosexuals and other 
minority groups.”

Every survey shows that 
people who support Gay rights 
are people who know — and 
know well — a Gay person.

are needed. There cannot be 


only one campaign that knows 
“best.” There is room for as 
many organizations that people 
think are needed. 

SAN FRANCISCANS 
AGAINST 
PROPOSITION 6 

This is the newest group to 
form. It will concentrate on the 
door-to-door type campaign. 
The one-to-one campaign that 
could be the most effective in 
the city, for it will bring people 
into contact with each other on 
a personal basis ... no media 
ads, no slogans, no massive 
rallies . . . just individuals — 
Gay and non-Gay — talking to 
every single person in the city. 
Or as that song goes: “Getting 
to know you, getting to know 
all about you. . .” 

In order for that to happen, 
an army of volunteers is 
needed. With anywhere from 
50,000 to 70,000 Gay people 
in this city, each and every one 
must do their part. There is no 
staying in the closet, no hiding 
in the disco, no “being above 
it” attitude ... no way for 
every single Lesbian and Gay 
man not to take part.

No one 
person can let “someone else” 
do it for her or him. 


Every Lesbian and Gay man 
must contact every person who 
lives on their block, over and 
over, and talk to every person, 
over and over, about the Gay 
issues, about the Gay myths, 
about the distortions, about the 
lies, and bring the issue down 
to a highly personalized, highly 
individualized issue . . . one-to- 
one! 

A minimum of 4,000 Gay 
people must be organized to 
make sure that every person in 
San Francisco is contacted, 
registered to vote, talked to, 
educated how to vote, and 
gotten out to vote. It cannotbe 
left to chance! 

15 WEEKS ... 30 HOURS 

If each person puts into the 
fight 2 hours per week, that is 
about 30 hours. A little more 
than one day in your life to win 
freedom — not just for Gays, 
but for all. It is a small amount 
of time . . . less than the 
amount of time each person 
would spend in a bar one night 
a week or at a movie one day a 
week. 

San Franciscans Against 
Proposition 6 has been formed 
under the leadership of Phylis 
Lyon and supported by many 
in the Gay community and 
many outside the Gay commu¬ 
nity like Supervisor Carol Ruth 
Silver, Labor leader Pat Jack- 
son, Democratic Party leader 
Agar Jaicks, the ACLU, and 
on and on. 

San Franciscans Against 
Proposition 6 asks everyone to 
join — no matter what their 
past political involvement has 


been. Everyone is needed! 
The headquarters will open in 
August . . . 'but you can be of 
help now by sending in your 
name, address, and phone 
number to: San Franciscans 
Against Prop. 6, 1364 Haight 
St., SF 94117, and/or as soon 
as the headquarters is open, 
stop in personally. You will be 
' put to work! 

And for those who will not 
be able to work, you can help 


by sending in funds. If every 
Lesbian and Gay man and 
friend of Gays sent in just

enough funds to fight the battle 
here in San Francisco. Yes, 
just one dollar and one day of 
your life will make the differ¬ 
ence. That difference? Re¬ 
pression or Equality!

ERA Update 

THOUSANDS MARCH IN 
NATION’S CAPITAL

On July 9 some 100,000 
women and men marched 
down Constitution Avenue in 
Washington, D.C., to demand 
passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. It was the largest 
women’s march in our nation’s 
history and the third largest 
march ever at the capitol. 

“The women’s movement is 
alive and well,” declared 
Eleanor Smeal, national presi¬ 
dent of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women (NOW). “We 
represent millions of Ameri¬ 
cans. Women’s groups, labor, 
civil rights groups, educators, 
working people, the handi¬ 
capped — all people are here 
for justice.” 

The march was the broadest 
and most geographically wide¬ 
spread action ever to secure 
women’s rights. People came 
from all over the country, from 
hundreds of organizations — 
Gays and Lesbians carrying 
banners demanding civil rights 
for all. The Leadership Con¬ 
ference on Civil Rights and the 
National Council of Negro Wo¬ 
men had large contingents. 

Support from labor unions 
was unprecedented in an 
action for women’s rights with 


the largest labor delegation 
from the United Auto Workers. 
Steelworkers chanted “U-S-W- 
A, We’re for the E-R-A!” 

Marchers included the com¬ 
munications workers, teachers 
and members of the American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees 
(ASFSCME), United Mine 
Workers, hospital workers and 
Brooklyn Navy Yard workers. 

“I’ve been marching in wo¬ 
men’s marches and demonstra¬ 
tions for the last eight years, 
and I have to say that this was 
the most encouraging march 
because of its broad base of 
support,” said Sue Englander, 
a representative from the San 
Francisco Chapter of NOW. 

The march was organized by 
NOW, the largest women’s 
organization in the U.S. to 
lobby for more time to pass the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 
Two-thirds of the states must 
ratify this amendment to make 
it part of the U.S. Constitution. 
The deadline for ratification is 
March 1979. If three more 
states do not ratify the ERA by 
March, the amendment will 
die. The thousands of demon¬ 
strators at the march were de¬ 
manding, “Don’t let time run 
out on equal rights. Extend the 
deadline another 8 years or for 
as long as it takes to grant 
women equality under the 
law!” 


The mood at the ERA march 
was not unlike that of the June 
25 Gay Freedom Day Parade 
in San Francisco. Participants 
at that rally also heard Eleanor 
Smeal, NOW’s president, 
express support for Gay men 
and Lesbians in their struggle 
for civil rights. Speakers at the 
ERA rally drew parallels 
between the struggles of 
women, Gay men and 
Lesbians, minority peoples and 
all working people. Partici¬ 
pants felt the strength of their 
united effort. 

“It was truly inspiring,” said 
Mary Spenser, President of the 
S.F. Chapter of NOW. “We 
heard from legislators that they 
were awed by the large support 
for the ERA. It was almost a 
spiritual feeling.” * 

Marchers left the rally 
determined not to give up on 
the fight for women’s equality. 
“This is just the beginning,” 
Smeal told the thousands 
gathered at the Capitol. 

“We will march; we will 
demonstrate; we will petition 
'— we will work this summer 
like never before. We will have 
bigger and bigger demonstra¬ 
tions,” she pledged. The 
marchers agreed.

The Men in My Life 

Cay Pigeons

Homophobes might really 
have something when they 
swear that perversity is catch¬ 
ing. Witness the recent life and 
time of pop hero, homicide 
inspector David Toschi. Had 
Humpty-Dumpty a faster fall 
from grace? And as far as I can 
tell, Humpty had no friends in 
the Gay community to give him 
the push. 

Toschi did though: corpses 
and sundry ambitious activists 
and kitsch journalists. If the in¬ 
spector had stayed with his 
homosexual cadavers rather 
than stir with those ever-ready 
to spill the beans, Toschi might 
still be beating his beat today. 

Some 18 months ago, a 
B.A.R. editorial stumbled into 
a homicide hornet’s nest. It 
complained that Gay murders 
weren’t being solved — and 
that when all was said and 
done, that was all that counted. 
This probe was met with a 
feverish rebuke from the 
Sentinel. To wit: the B.A.R. 
knew nothing about murder 


and should stick to accu-iacks 
and coronations. Murder was 
a job for professionals (which 
seemed to include some of the 
Sentinel staff sleuths). What 
was a more serious 
transgression was that the 
B.A.R. blunderbuss maligned 
one of the “best friends” the 
Gay community had in the Hall 
of Justice: Homicide Inspector 
David Toschi. The coopera¬ 
tion, the hard work, the 
dedication of this man were 
legendary . . . His integrity had 
been insulted, and when 
apprised of the B.A.R. indis¬ 
cretion, Toschi said his feelings 
were hurt. 

The Gay murders continued 
and Toschi’s batting average 
didn’t change. The most 
sensational killing of the year, 
Robert Hillsborough, was re¬ 
solved by large rewards which 
induced informants to come 
forward. Are they still stool 
pigeons?. . . 

Toschi’s excuse of being un¬ 
able to solve the Gay murders 
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Lenny Mollet’s 
527 Club 


was that no one in the Gay 
community would cooperate 
with homicide. No one would 
come forth as a witness (to 
solve the crime for the bureau). 
No one would come forth as 
the killer (which would also 
solve the case for the bureau). 

Gay murders were Toschi’s 
private preserve — he was 
working hard — he was above 
criticism — what more could 
anyone ask? No one was 
around to press the victims’ 
cause. No one was crying out 
for justice. No one cursing for 
retribution — Or was there?. . . 
That answer we will never have 
this side of the River Styx. Let

the matter rest with a final 
thought: There were an^ever- 
growing band of Gay spirits 
who were far from resting in 
peace. 

Toschi met his match when 
he and his hobby horse, the 
Zodiac case, fell for Armistead 
Maupin and Tinkerbell in the 
throes of the “Tales of the City” 
fad. Gay fiction got mixed up 
with straight fantasy — hobby 
horses started humping other 
people’s hobby horses. Hun¬ 
ger for fame got in the way of a 
bigger hunger for dame fame. 
Besides, Armistead had a Gay 
publicity agent whose trick was 
not to miss a trick. 

This month we find the vari¬ 
ous stunt men riding the come¬ 
back trail . . . both posses in¬ 
venting the great San Francisco 
shoot-out over fan mail: mine 
are real and yours are fake. I 
can forge a letter better than 
you can ... a “queeny” fuss if 
there ever was one. Other San 
Francisco calamities — Kevin 
Starr, Madame Feinstein, Herb 
Caen — have been drawn into 
the ring ... to make their 
private hell and hay out of the 
media trivia. 

And so it comes to pass that 
the publicity-hip, dapper vet¬ 
eran cop experiences the ever- 
too-typical fate of Gay people: 
the instant professional and 
social guillotine. Instant dis¬ 


grace over nothing, and nary a 
chance for public rehabilitation. 
Behind his back, people — 
even his friends and peers — 
will snigger till the day he dies. 
“Yeah, he’s the one — the 
Zodiac cop — the note-writer.” 

Deep-sixing over the Golden 
Gate railing must surely have 
crossed Toschi’s mind these 
last weeks. And perhaps he 
finally grasps in one bright flash 
what went through the minds 
of all those Gay murder victims 
he so glibly handled. In the 
throes of being DESTROYED, 
one succumbs to the horror. . . 
why fight it. . . isn’t it what they 
always wanted. Think of all 
those troubled spirits who now 
have a justice of sorts. Now he 
knows what it’s like. 


looks like it might backfire. No-, 
body likes a snitch, and each 
man might find he has created 
an albatross over his career — 
the name of the third man. 
Maupin ruined Toschi and 
Toschi, in turn, will haunt 
Maupin and Maley. 

Comic Maupin and his pub¬ 
licity agent took camp cop 
Toschi’s advice all too literally; 
they over-cooperated. If cops 
can climb on Gay graves, Gays 
can climb cops’ clandestine 
capers. None of the partici¬ 
pants should be surprised. 
And then neither should we, 
for it’s hardly news that press 
heros are less than paper thin. 
If a few Gay shades rest easier, 

I see no great injustice. Who’s 
been the pigeon after all?

Seven Words

Among the Supreme Court 
decisions that have been hand¬ 
ed down recently, there is one 
that I hope hasn’t gone un¬ 
noticed by Gay people. I speak 
of the decision to allow the 
Federal Communications 
Commission to ban seven 
words from radio and tele¬ 
vision: fuck, shit, piss, mother¬ 
fucker, cocksucker, cunt, and 
tit. According to five of the 
Supreme Court justices, these 
words are “patently offensive.” 
But there is a curious and 
rather funny double standard at 
work here. Apparently what is 
“patently offensive” on the 
radio and television isn’t “pat¬ 
ently offensive” on the radio 
and television isn’t “patently 
offensive” in public print: 
every newspaper story I have 
seen spells out the words in 
full. . 


The case arose when a New 
York radio station broadcast a 
record by George Carlin and a 
man complained that the seven 
words were heard by his young 
son. The radio station took as 
its defense the unconstitution¬ 
ality of federal interference in 
what is broadcast, and so that is 
the issue that came before the 
court. There is a large question 
in my mind, however, about 
whether that is what decided 
the case. It seems to me that 
the real issue involved here was 
never approached, even 
though it had an impact on the 
outcome. The five justices, 
along with many other people 
in our society, have made cer¬ 
tain assumptions about words 
and about sex that are simply 
not valid. 

Primitive people believe that 
words are magic, and appar¬ 


ently the five justices believe 
so, too. But words aren’t 
magic, except in a metaphoric 
sense. Words are symbols and 
tools, and put together in 
certain ways under certain 
conditions, they can move the 
emotions and the intellect. But 
no word has any power of its 
own as it stands by itself. 
Whatever power is involved in 
an utterance comes from the 
person who uses the word and 
the person who hears or reads 
it. A word is an invention of 
human beings, and it has no 
meaning other than what 
human beings give it. By itself, 
it is neither good nor bad. 

The man who complained 
about the seven words claimed 
that his son was injured by 
hearing them. The question 
that should have been asked — 
and wasn’t — is HOW. Single 
words can do nothing by them¬ 
selves, and what shouldn’t es¬ 
cape our notice is that what 
COULD do harm is the father’s 
reaction to them. If the boy re¬ 
sponded at all, he responded 
to the father and not to the 
words. This would be true 
even if the boy already knew 
the words, because the words 
could take on meaning only in 
terms of the relationship be¬ 
tween the boy and his father. 
Where is the injury? And who 
is responsible for it? 

Beyond this immediate situ¬ 
ation, there is another question 
that also wasn’t asked: What if 
the boy, instead of hearing the 
words on the radio, had heard 
them on the playground when 
his father wasn’t around? I 
don’t think that anybody with 
any common sense would bet 
that the boy wouldn’t sooner or 
later hear precisely those seven 
words somewhere besides on 
the radio. Since the words 
exist everywhere in society, 
how can the father possibly 
prevent the boy from hearing 
them? It seems to me that the 
father deceives himself by 
thinking that he can control 
something that is entirely 
beyond his control. 

Maybe that is also what the 
five justices do. But they speak 
with authority, of course, be¬ 
cause they know that vast 
numbers of people in this 
country will support their view. 
In primitive societies, words 
that are made taboo reflect 
what the people in those soci¬ 
eties are afraid of. Our taboo 
words reflect the same thing in 
us. In twentieth-century Amer¬ 
ica, the words that are pro¬ 
nounced taboo all have to do 
with the human sex organs and 
their functions and possible 
uses. What we are afraid of is 
sex. 

The CHRONICLE headline 
announcing the decision neatly 
sums up the matter for us: 
“Supreme Court Upholds Ban 
on Seven Dirty Words.” We all 
know what the word “dirty” 
means in this context: vile, dis¬ 
gusting, corrupt, wicked, 
sinful. In this period of what is 
said to be sexual liberation, 
“dirty” is still a synonym for 
“sexual.” Many people still 
speak of dirty books, dirty pic¬ 
tures, dirty movies. This is a 
concept that has grown out of 
a distinction made between 
body and mind/soul by the 
early Christian Church 
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than the Church) and amplified 
during the Middle Ages. It’s a 
good example of how a belief 
can persist in spite of evidence 
to the contrary, in spite of its 
destructive effects. 

What the Supreme Court 
decision tells us is that there still 
exists in our country a. strong 
force that clings to medieval 
values. And that is why the 
decision is important to Gay 
people, even though it does’t 
deal directly with a Gay issue. 
It serves as a weather vane: 
There’s a strong wind blowing 
that’s dry and stifling, and it’s 
blowing from the past. 

FPPC 

Investigates 

Briggs 

Senator John Briggs (R - 
Orange County) spent nearly 
one million dollars ($849,487) 
in successfully qualifying his 
controversial anti-Gay teachers 
initiative. 

The feisty senator is current¬ 
ly under investigation by the 
state’s Fair Political Practices 
Commission for possible 
irregular manipulation of 
funds. Briggs had admitted in 
his financial statements that he 
interchanged funds between 
his Citizens for John Briggs and 
the Defend Our Children com¬ 
mittees. The FPPC states that 
some of these transactions 
appear to be illegal. 

Included in the $849,487 
figure is an admitted loan from 
the Citizens for Sen. John 
Briggs Committee of 
$361,631. Briggs also person¬ 
ally loaned the initiative com¬ 
mittee $25,000. 

The two committees shared 
the same office, the same office 
equipment, and the same staff 
in a joint effort headquartered 
in a Newport Beach shopping 
center. 

Those organizations cam¬ 
paigning to defeat the initiative 
petitioning effort were only able 
to muster $122,944 and 
actually spent $116,415. This 
campaign was divided between 
several groups. The major 
ones were New Alliance for 
Gay Equality (New Age), the 
Bay Area Committee Against 
the Briggs Initiative (BACABI),. 
the Human Rights Campaign 
Committee, Concerned Voters 
of California (CVC), and the 
Advocate Political Action fund. 

- Among the Pro-6 supporters 
were contributors from many 
states, as Briggs had used 
national mailing lists provided 
by the ultra-Right. A number 
of large contributions came 
from Florida, where Briggs has 
campaigned with Anita Bryant. 

The senator’s largest 
campaign expenditure in 
support of Prop. 6 was the 
purchase of mailing lists and 
the actual mailings.

Libertarian 

Ed Clark, the Libertarian 
Party candidate for governor, 
has joined other major candi¬ 
dates for that office in opposing 
Sen. John Briggs’ anti-Gay 
initiative on the November 
ballot. 

“I am strongly opposed to 
this initiative,” Clark told the 
San Francisco press . . . “It 
would interfere with the rights 
of Gays to their own life styles. 
There are already enough laws 
protecting students in the 
schools.” 

Many Gays in the Liber¬ 
tarian Party have become up¬ 
front. They held a public in¬ 
formational forum and news 
conference at the LP conven¬ 
tion in San Francisco this year. 
Activist/attorney Lloyd Taylor 
is one of the organizers of this 
group within the party. 

Clark went on to explain that 


he also favors private rather 
than free, public schools, 
saving the taxpayers $800 an¬ 
nually for each child. 

L.A. Sheriff 
Approves 
Gay Deputies 

“I don’t think an individual’s 
sexual preference has any 
bearing. An individual should 
be judged on his ability to 
perform a chosen task — like a 
teacher, and I know many Gay 
teachers do a great job.” This 
is a recent comment about the 
hiring of Gay deputies by Los 
Angeles Sheriff Peter Pitchess. 

Confronted by a Coast-to- 
Coast Times reporter, Pitchess 
said that it was straights’ fears 
and attitudes that were prohib¬ 
iting the acceptance of homo¬ 
sexuals. He said such fear was 
unfounded, although the 
overall morality of all officers is 
a subject of concern. Pitchess 
said, “How long would I 
remain Sheriff if I pinched the 
ass of all of my female secre¬ 
taries?” 

“We know we have Gays in 
th^ Sheriff’s Department,” 
Undersheriff Sherman Block 
explained during the conversa¬ 
tion. He added, “The question 
is, how long would they remain 
in the Department if they were 
opfenly Gay. Probably not very 
long, since it would still be simi¬ 
lar to a situation in which the 
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Sheriff were caught pinching 
his secretary’s ass.” 

Block felt that if a deputy 
wanted to “come out of the 
closet” only he (Block) or 
Pitchess should be told. He 
said, “We still have bigotry, 
lack of understanding and 
homophobia in our midst, 
which would make it very hard 
for an open Gay in police 
work. But such a person 
would not be condemned from 
the top.”

Beaten 

Gene Earl, B.A.R. represen¬ 
tative for the East Bay and 
Peninsula areas, was hospital¬ 
ized this week after receiving a 
brutal beating. Earl had 
stopped to. assist a stranded 
motorist when he was set upon 
by several assailants.

Margaret Miller 
has been declared an

lence." 

In denying Miller 
the custody of her 11- 
year-old daughter, Judge 
Frederick Ziem acknowl¬ 
edged that the adopted 
child wainted to live with 
her mother but "she is 
not in a position to know 
what is in her best wel¬ 
fare." 

The judge adlowed 
Jillian to live with her 
mother while the case is 
on appeal. Defense 
funds may be sent to 
Margaret-Jillian Fund, 
111 North Main, Ann 
Arbor, MI 48107. 

Victory was ob¬ 
tained in Minneapolis 
where a family court 
judge said he was "acting 
in the best interests of 
the children" in placing 
the care of three sons 
with their Lesbiam 
mother.

Foul Play 

If you haven’t been to the 
movies in some time and 
you’re ready to have your faith 
restored, let FOUL PLAY get 
you going again. Paramount’s 
comedy/thriller now at the 
Regency I stars Goldie Hawn 
(the innocent who’s marked for 
murder) and Chevy Chase (the 
amorous police detective 
assigned to protect her). The 
film is vintage Hollywood high- 
jinks at their best: reckless 
automobile chases, murderers 
lurking behind doors and 
heavy drapes, disappearing 
bodies, break-up-the-furniture 
brawls, dangling from ledges, 
backstage mayhem (a la 
Phantom of the Opera). 
Unlike Mel Brooks and crew, 
no one makes fun of the 
archaic stunts. In FOUL PLAY 
the actors play everything for 
real and for all it’s worth. 


The photographic department 
has indulged itself to wretched 
excess — and why not, for in 
this film it works. 


need not fear eviction from the 
Orpheum to house this 
venture, MA/BELL does 
manage to ring a few right 
notes. 

Basically, MA/BELL is what 
would have happened if Jack 
Lemmon had been cast in the 
lead of BELLS ARE RINGING 
instead of Judy Holliday. The 
show parodies that Comden 
and Green musical almost song 
for song and line for line from a 
tres gay point of view: Sue’s 
Answerphone becomes Sam’s 
Answerphone, Mom becomes 
Pop, Ella Peterson becomes 
Allen Peterson late of the 
Bonjour Tristesse Jockstrap 
Company.

Two of the wild cast of FOUL PLAY — Dudley Moore 
and Rachel Roberts. 


Goldie Hawn — a little 
older, mellower and far more 
fetching — plays her “perils of 
Pauline” part past perfection. 
She conveys the terror, the vul¬ 
nerability, the incredulity, the 
fierce determination to survive, 
and the black humor of a 
marked woman . . . with the 
audience in her pocket from 
start to finish. Armed with little 
more than her yellow umbrella, 
Goldie takes on all comers . . . 
Miss Jane Marple, move 
over. . . 

Chevy Chase, in his first 
motion picture starring role, is 
the handsome leading man 
every damsel in distress would 
lust over. He’s strong; he’s 
warm; he’s got the hots fpr 
Goldie. And he drives a mean 
demolition derby. 

A major bonus of FOUL 
PLAY is that it is set in San 
Francisco and Marin County. 


The supporting players: 
Burgess Meredith, Dudley 
Moore, Marilyn Sokol, Rachel 
Roberts, Billy Barty the dwarf 
— and even Esme the pet 
python — are bits of 
perfection.

Coming Home 

COMING HOME packs the 
most punch of current flick 
fare. It’s an important film. 
Jane Fonda and friends show 
us how we were a few short 
years ago during the height of 
Viet Nam, double knits, pro¬ 
tests, assassinations, gory TV 
war coverage and rock and 
soul lyrics that sang of good 
times past and hard times 
ahead. God, how we’ve 
changed! The experience of 
seeing ourselves intensely ex¬ 
posed in COMING HOME is 
almost too painful. 


she is. Whatever she’s up to, 
she’s been beating her contro¬ 
versial drum ceaselessly for 
years. With COMING HOME, 
people are beginning to listen 
and to pay attention. (Re¬ 
member daddy Henry Fonda 
in GRAPES OF WRATH?) 

The story is a melodramatic 
romance without comic relief. 
Sally (Jane Fonda) is married 
to a gung-ho Marine Major, 
-Bob (Bruce Dern), who is 
about to leave a San Diego 
base to go to Nam, kill some 
Gooks and be a hero. Sally is 
appropriately subservient to 
macho-chauvinist hubby and 
seems to be striving for the 
Perfect Military Wifey Award. 


• The film is a blatant low- 
budget piece of People’s 
propaganda (I’d love to know 
where the profits are ending 
up!) that must be running con¬ 
tinuously along the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. Still, it’s a heavy 
truth that I suppose we must 
see as most of us had to see 
ROOTS and Germans must be 
reminded of their 
HOLOCAUST. 

Other than history from 
Fonda’s anti-Establishment 
point of view, the message of 
the film seems to be that the 
time for personal liberation has 
arrived. Those who have got it 
will no longer be polyester 
cutouts or go along with the 
bullshit that the Masters of 
Silent American No-Think 
propagate. 

Fonda has been called a 
Marxist Feminist and perhaps 


With Bob in Nam, Sally’s 
transformation from a second- 
rate hothouse camellia to a 
first-class wild California poppy 
with purpose begins. Sally, all 
on her own, takes a back alley 
apartment close to the beach, 
buys a vintage black Porsche 
convertible and volunteers as 
an aide at the base hospital. 

Her first sortie among the 
patients pitches her against 
paraplegic Luke (Jon Voight) 
tirading along on his gurney 
because he can’t get a bath or 
his waterbag emptied on the 
over-crowded care-less ward. 

It’s almost love at first colli¬ 
sion. Luke cajoles and leads 
Sally into a love and life affair 
from which there ain’t no 
turning back. He has visual 
orgasms as he explains in an 
explicit and poignant bed 
scene. (Voight is better than 
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he’s ever been. Speculation al¬ 
ready has him coupling with 
Oscar.) 

Major Bob, burnt out, re¬ 
turns to a braver new world 
than he had left which he can’t 
understand. 

The ending is surrealistic in 
its Realism with multi-camera 
cross fades and dissolves. It 
blows the audience away — so 
far from happy ending of 
lovers’ leap Hollywood. 


COMING HOME is a major 
victory for those attempting to 
get paraplegics out of society’s 
hideaway closet. The film skips 
the tch tch shame of their 
physical condition to celebrate 
the heroism of their aliveness 
as thinking and feeling persons 
aching (like Gays) to be 
accepted into mainstream life. 

It was the efforts of para¬ 
plegics and their friends that 
had COMING HOME removed 
from the Regency here. In a 
big distribution oversight, a first 
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honest film about paraplegics 
as fellow human beings opened 
in a theater that is inaccessible 
to wheelchairs or gurneys. 
Now it’s come back to the 
ramped Royal. 

The film has been criticized 
for using 45 year olds to 
portray Viet Nam veterans who 
were generally much younger. 
Remember, it’s Fonda’s baby, 
and she’d really look ancient 
next to the likes of John Tra¬ 
volta. The background music 
is songs from the Beatles, the 
Rolling Stones, Joplin, and 
their peers. It’s a big part of the 
film and at times so heavy- 
handed it’s sappy. Nancy 
Dowd (SLAPSHOT) is pisSed 
at Fonda for paying only 
$4000 for the screenplay and 
then revising it beyond Dowd’s 
recognition. Few who’ve seen 
the film can speak about it with¬ 
out strong feelings. 

Thomas Wolfe said “we can’t 
go home again. COMING 
HOME reinforces that belief. 
The knowledge of it hurts so 
good.

Stage: Chicago 
Revisited 

The Whole ISNT Greater 
Than the Sum off Its Parts 

My feeling about CHICAGO 
reminds me of what a friend 
used to say about his series of 
one-night stands: good- 

looking, hot, but ultimately 
unsatisfying. Why is it that a 
show with so many A-plusses 
in its favor winds up a C? 

Looking one at a time at 
CHICAGO’S component parts, 
I find first an excellent score by 
Kander and Ebb. Song after 
song, from the opening ALL 
THAT JAZZ to the closing 
NOWADAYS, is tuneful, 
clever and, in some cases (e.g. 
MR. CELLOPHANE, ALL I 
CARE ABOUT IS LOVE), a 


sharp character sketch. For 
years now I have never tired of 
listening to the cast album. 

The physical production is a 
visual knockout. The bizarre 
unisex costumes, the brash 
neon fixtures and deep purple 
and blue lighting, the on-stage 
orchestra complete with buxom 
lady pianist all exude the 
cheap, tawdry lawlessness of 
1920’s Chicago. 

Bob Fosse keeps things 
moving on stage. Not once did 
I feel the pace of the show 
lagged. While some may com¬ 
plain that Fosse’s choreogra¬ 
phy is Fosse’s choreography is 
Fosse’s choreography, I find his 


creations sensual and amusing, 
and evocative of the mood 
CHICAGO aims to project. 

The veteran cast is excellent. 
Gwen Verdon may be older 
than she ever intended to be, 
but she can still deliver a song 
in her inimitable style, and she 
still can kick her spiked heels as 
high as her curly red hair. 
Chita Rivera is a dynamo of 
energy who stops the show 
with her solo “duet,” 1 CANT 
DO IT ALONE, and she kicks 
even higher than Ms. Verdon. 
Jerry Orbach’s versatility as a 
character actor/singer/dancer 
is amply displayed throughout 
the evening, and the support¬ 
ing cast is equally fine. 

So, we come back to why 
CHICAGO is ultimately unsat¬ 
isfying. The problem, I feel, is 
in the book. I don’t mean that 
the script is bad. It is as mini¬ 
mal and unobtrusive as possi¬ 
ble. In fact, in contrast to the 
first script I heard years ago in 
the show’s New York preview 
run, the book has been honed 
to its sharpest edge. But Roxie 
Hart, Velma Kelly and Billy 
Flynn, the characters around 
which CHICAGO is built, are 
lowlives with no redeeming 
social/political/sexual value. 
In short, throughout the show, 

I couldn’t have cared less about 
any of them. The only sympa¬ 
thetic character is Amos Hart, 
but even he is so stupid it’s 
hard to take him seriously. 
Without a character to love, 
hate, or feel anything for, 
CHICAGO becomes much ado 
— however spectacular ado it 
might be — about nothing. 

Lawyer Billy Flynn’s court¬ 
room philosophy is “Razzle- 
dazzle ’em, and they’ll never 
catch wise.” CHICAGO seems 
to have been built on that same 
philosophy. For me, it didn’t 
work.

ANNIE, almost sold out at 
the Curran, has the town 
turned on and humming the 
nostalgic show’s top tune, “To¬ 
morrow.” Annie, Sandy her 
dog (who doesn’t say “Arf!” in 
this production) and Daddy 
Warbucks, along with many 
friends and just a few enemies 
bound, high steppin’, out of the

lone popular comic strip. 
ANNIE is such a fast-paced 
parade that sometimes the 
head spins. 

This song-and-dance-a-thon 
set in New York City during the 
Depression is super slick from 
the 17 piece orchestra overture 
to the standing ovation curtain 
calls. 

Flyaway sets abetted by a 
cross stage conveyor belt make 
even scene changes as exciting 
as the circus. 

One of several show stop¬ 
pers has all of the actors (20 
plus) in tableaux moving on the 
belt and doing miraculous 
backstage costume and charac-

ter changes as Warbucks leads 
a throat lumper tribute to 
“N.Y.C.” that grandest lady of 
them all.

Jane Connell as the 
Southern Comfort-tippled Miss 
Hannigan, the too-funny-to- 
be-wicked matron in charge of 
the Girls’ Annex of the N.Y.C. 
Municipal Orphanage, runs 
away with every scene she’s in. 
She provides the bulk of 
ANNIE’s belly laughs. 
(Connell was Gooch in 
Lansbury’s MAME.) She’s a 
brilliant character actress — a 
funny, funny lady. 

Keene Curtis plays War- 
bucks with a masculine charm 
and gusto that hasn’t been seen 
since the Barrymores. He’s got 
a big bass voice that comes 
from somewhere below the 
balls and means business. 

Kathryn Boute, who 
originated the role of Grace 
Farrell (Warbucks’ right hand 
woman), is gorgeous to look at 
and a classy talent with a 
warmth that tingles your toes. 

Tom Hatten is more than 
comically credible as a very far 
out of it F.D.R. 


The chorus ensemble holds 
it all together and does yeoman 
plus duty acting, singing, and 
dancing many roles. Out¬ 
standing are Toni Lamond, 
John J. Fox and a dynamite 
trouper Frank O’Brien. Keep 
an eye out for Barbara 
Brummel. She’s an ingenue 
with that look and maybe the 
brass to make it big. 

ANNIE is a top notch show 
with so much honest to God 
grass roots Happy that the 
audience stands up and cheers.

RUDDYGORE 

Without a doubt, RUDDY- 
GORE is the campiest of all the 
Gilbert & Sullivan operettas. 
Not only does it spoof the ex¬ 
cesses of Victorian melodrama, 
it lets loose a few stinging barbs 
at grand opera, particularly the 
use of the obligatory mad 
scene. The Lamplighters pro¬ 
duced a stunning Mad Mar¬ 
garet this year in the form of 
Marcia Hunt. Ms. Hunt, with 
high cheekbones and red hair, 
was made up exactly like Joan 
Sutherland in Lucia drag and 
proceeded to devour the stage 
in a tour de force the likes of 
which are rarely seen. In the 
second act, when a subdued 
Margaret was kept in line with 
threats of the mental hospital at 
Basingstoke, Ms. Hunt’s 
attempts at self-control were 
epic, culminating in a flight 
across the stage on a rope a la 
Tarzan. 

This revival by the Lamp¬ 
lighters is in very good shape. 
The plot, of course, is pure 
nonsense, centering around 
the likes of Rose Maybud, 
Robin Oakapple, Old Adam 
Goodheart, and Sir Despard 
Murgatroyd. RUDDYGORE is 
often ignored and is not seen as 
a staple in the repertory, but I 
think it is one of the best oper¬ 
ettas Gilbert & Sullivan pro¬ 
duced. It contains some of 
Sullivan’s best music. His 
parody of the Bel Canto 
madness (done here with an 
interpolation from LUCIA DI 
LAMMERMOOR) is merciless. 
1 he rest ot the opera is quite 
“hummable,” and a delightful 
evening of pure camp. 

Baker Peeples was stunning 
as Dick Dauntless, the lusty 


sailor with a roving eye. As 
Rose Maybud, Rosemary Bock 
brought her usual ditsiness into 
full play, often reducing the 
audience to helpless laughter 
as she consulted her book of 


etiquette. John Ziaja made a 
fine ghost, as Sir Roderic Mur¬

There is abundant evidence 
of Sondheim’s genius in SIDE 
BY SIDE now playing at the 
Marine’s Memorial Theater as 
over thirty of his songs are ex¬ 
quisitely performed by a jewel 
of a cast.

get along. And I’ve been nasty at 
times, too. But what’s the point of be¬ 
ing nasty if someone’s going onstage 
and you know they are' unprepared? 
You will just hurt them by calling their 
attention to it and they will not sing 
well.”

Lilian Sukis’ career is now on solid 
ground. She has several large feathers 
in her cap. The world premiere of SIM 
TJONG was well received, and she has 
received other new productions. Im¬ 
presarios are looking more carefully at 
her talent. Last year she opened the 
Festspiel celebrating the 100th birthday 
of Richard Strauss in a new production 
of DAPHNE to acclaim. “I’ve opened 
the Festspiel with a Strauss opera, 
which is a great honor in Europe. 
Many people didn’t like the production 
of DAPHNE. I did. But it is not the 
healthiest role to sing. It is written so 
uncomfortably that you sometimes 
wonder why it is even being done. But 
after singing something like DAPHNE, 
to then go sing a gala evening in 
Austria, I find myself thinking, ‘What 
comfort, what an easy way to make a 
living.’” 

Today there is strong competition in 
Europe from American singers. “I 
haven’t felt it in my own career, but 
other colleagues have. In Italy the situ¬ 
ation is no longer as good as it once 
was. Even their own Italian singers 
don’t get the jobs. I’ve worked in Turin 
and Naples and had offers from 
Venice. There is something in the talk¬ 
ing stages with Rome which I am not at 
liberty to disclose. I would love to sing 
in La Scala and Covent Garden even¬ 
tually, but there is still time for that.” 

“I would be honored to come back 
to the Met, San Francisco or Chicago. 
There are always things to learn. I 
would be foolishly chauvinistic to say 
that just because I am singing in Europe 
that Europe is everything. At this point 
the Met doesn’t need me, and in all 
honesty, I don’t need the Met. I would 
love to sing there again, but if it is not 
possible, it isn’t. Of course, it is a great 


honor to be on their roster. It is a great 
house; but there are OTHER great 
houses. So what’s the use of a great 
house if I can only sweep by the back 
door? Somebody else can have that 
honor. I’ve had it. I’ve felt it; it wasn’t 
for me.” 

We stopped at a fashionable furriers.

Return of the Miniskirt Diva 


This is the final installment in an 
article about Lilian Sukis, a young 
singer who left the Metropolitan Opera 
to build her career on European stages.

While in New York, she thought that 
perhaps ballet lessons or jogging would 
help bring her out of her depression. 
She ran a quarter mile in Central Park 
until a very bored 10-year-old looked 
up from a rock and muttered, “Hey 
lady, wanna screw?” Jogging was out. 
Since then, there have been several 
near brushes with disaster, but she does 
not feel jinxed. “I took a vacation to 
the island of Corfu and the next morn¬ 
ing there was an earthquake. I arrived 
in another town and there was a flood. 
On the way to Seattle I stopped to do a 
concert in Toronto. I got a standing 
ovation and rave reviews. The day 
before the concert I was walking down 
the street with a friend when a car came 
careening around the corner and 
someone 20 feet in front of us was shot 
to death. Are you sure you want me to 


get in your car?” she laughed, “it 
could be your doom!” 

How does Sukis handle a situation 
when she is stuck with a turkey? 
“When I work myself to death prepar¬ 
ing duets and ensembles, I get upset 
when someone comes in not knowing 
the work. I have a responsibility for 
myself, and also to act and react with 
my colleagues. I don’t mean a singer 
who graciously steps in to cover some¬ 
one’s illness. But I get annoyed when 
some clown waltzes on going “Tra la la 
la” when he had the time to prepare 
and didn’t. Sometimes you are in a 
new production that is bad, and you sit 
there for six weeks, watching it 
doomed! If, during rehearsals, a col¬ 
league is not prepared, I think you can 
go up to him and say, ‘Well, I hope you 
will know it in two weeks,’ or you can 
even tell him off. By the time the per¬ 
formance rolls around, he will have 
gotten over the shock that you didn’t

SOME GIRLS, The Rolling 
Stones (Atlantic) 

The Stones haven’t put out a 
credible lp since IT’S ONLY 
ROCK ‘N’ ROLL in 75, so 
finding the band rambunctious- 
ly intact on this spate of origi¬ 
nals is a pleasure. And the 
cover art, which casts the lads 
in Fredericks of Hollywood 
drag, is almost worth the price 
of the lp. Inside, we find Mick 
& Co. returning to the ragged, 
raucous feel of EXILES. There 
are some treats; the camp 
venom of “Respectable” (for 
Bianca?), Keith (staring at life 
in prison, on drug charges) 
sporting the Ip’s best hooks on 
the plaintively wasted, self- 
sung “I Wanna Walk, Before 
They Make Me Run,” Jagger’s 
ambiguous plea for sexual 
equality on “Beast of Burden,” 
and even the Dylan-venomed 
rag and wacky camp of their 
own misogyny on the novelty 
title cut. 

A lot of tunes on this disc 
have two chords at most 
though, and the lyrics to 
Jagger’s white trash imper¬ 
sonation on “Faraway Eyes,” 
and the Gay S&M pretentions 
of “When the Whip Comes 
Down,” range from embarrass¬ 
ing to offensive. The cover 
version of “Just My 
“Imagination” throws in the 
kitchen sink, eventually capsiz¬ 


ing the tune. Like most of the 
lp, it sounds better on the 
radio. Their best in three years 
still ain’t no classic. 

RATING: 4- 

POWER IN THE 
DARKNESS, Tom Robinson 
Band (Capitol) 

This Anglo-New Wave team 
rank as the first rock act to 
combine politics, pop, and up¬ 
front homosexuality in the per¬ 
son of the lead singer/song¬ 
writer. Sporting influences 
from melodic folk music to the 
arch thrust of the Kinks in a 
hard rock setting, they had a 
staid Old Waldorf audience 
here howling in the aisles. Di¬ 
dactics sometimes get the bet¬ 
ter of music here, and the 
ironic sing-along, “Sing If 
You’re Glad To Be Gay,” 
assaults closeted complacency 
in a way that will make many 
uncomfortable.

Panama has not been very 
friendly to the U.S. tourist the 
last few years, but it would be a 
shame to miss visiting the gate¬ 
way to South America. Pana¬ 
ma City, the capital, is the 
center of Gay life in the country 
and since homosexuality is 
legal from 16 years, the local 
and police attitudes are lenient. 

There are many hotels in 
Panama City and you might 
prefer to choose one that has 
its own casino. Situated in the 
heart of modern Panama is the 
El Panama, formerly a Hilton. 
Another fine hotel, also con¬ 
venient to shopping, is the 
Granada Hotel & Casino. The 
fairly new Holiday Inn is rather 
a long walk to the shopping dis¬ 
trict. The Spartacus Gay 
Guide recommends the Hotel 
International, a pleasant small 
hotel (86 rooms) that has been 
remodelled and has a casino. 
They also recommend the

The weather in Panama is 
warm year-round with the 
average temperature in the low 
80’s. Rainy October, Novem¬ 
ber. The dry season is January 
through April. Passport is re¬ 
quired if you are not holding a 
tourist card. Yellow Fever 
shots recommended. English 
is widely spoken, so no need to 
brush up on your Spanish.

Gay Sunshine Press contin¬ 
ues to pour forth collections of 
poems, memoirs and manuals 
on how to make love. 

Collections of interviews are 
fun to casually dip into depend¬ 
ing on whose voice you are 
inspired by. 

William Burroughs talks 
about sex among the Arab 
boys; Jean Genet deliberates 
about the political situation; 
local composer Lou Harrison 
tells of his favorite music. 

Christopher Isherwood 
shares reminiscences about the 
Berlin stories and the Gay 
element. He writes: 

I’m often asked if I regret 
that I didn’t say outright in THE 
BERLIN STORIES that I was 
homosexual. Yes, I wish I had. 
But I should have had to say it 
very casually if I had said it. 
Otherwise, I would have made 
the Christopher character too 
odd, too remarkable, and that 
would have upset the balance 
between him and the other 
characters . . . coming to 
Germany was a psychological 
release for me. It was in Berlin 
that I first came in contact with 
an organized homosexual 
group. It was centered at the 
Institute for Sexual Science 
which was run by Dr. Magnus 
Hirschfeld. He was a great 
pioneer and himself a homo¬ 
sexual. He had managed to re¬ 
educate the Berlin police and 
liberalize their attitudes to sex... 

The contrast between those 
interviewed is sometimes wide. 
Consider John Rechy, author 
of CITY OF NIGHT, as 
opposed to Isherwood, as he 
lashes out at those less daring 
than himself: 


Many people would think 
this is outrageous, but I am 
appalled by ‘conservative’ 
homosexuals who are not 
unlike the Blacks of a few years 
ago wanting to be straighter 
than straight and just show the 
best part of our lives and keep 
everything cool so everything 
will work out right. I am con¬ 
stantly appalled by them. To 
me, much of what is called 
promiscuous sex is the 
equivalent of what happened 
with the Blacks when they sud¬ 
denly sat-in publicly. One is 
breaking an unjust law in 
private, in the closet as it were; 
the other is confronting the 
enemy on the street and 
saying, ‘Look, we are breaking 
your unjust law.’ That is what 
promiscuous homosexuals did; 
that is what freedom fighters 
and Blacks did in the streets. I 
know many people will find the 
comparison outrageous, but it’s 
only because of sexual 
hangups. 

Rechy doesn’t seem to 
realize that one can be perfect¬ 
ly pro-Gay and yet still 
disapprove of sex in public. 
Public sex is not the same thing 
as sexual freedom, for 
performing such a private act 
on the streets means license, 
not true liberty. Responsibility 
to others must also be con¬ 
sidered. 

No collection of this sort 
would be complete without 
Gore Vidal and his semi-campy 
brand of wisdom. His observa¬ 
tions on sexuality are worth 
noting. 

The Irish are a very special 
case. In Ireland itself there is 
no sex at all of any kind as far 
as we’ve observed. They’re 
just drunk. They don’t like 
women at all. They’re really 
misogynous. I think they’re 
attracted to men but it is 
much easier to go out and get 
drunk with a man » 

At another point Vidal aims 
his wit at Truman Capote: 
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INTERVIEWER: Truman 
Capote said you took him to 
the Everard Baths. 

VIDAL: I did take Truman 
to the Everard. Couldn’t have 
been funnier. 7 just don’t like 
it. ’ (Mimics Truman Capote) 

INTERVIEWER: Does 
Truman go to the trucks ? What 
does he do? 

VIDAL: He falls in love 
passionately with air condition¬ 
ing repair men. He had a tragic 
affair recently with an air con¬ 
ditioning repair man. 

So goes the opinions of the 
more literate among the Gay 
artists.

Muhammed Ali: 
No Soviet Gays 

NEW YORK - Famed 
boxer/poet Muhammed Ali 
has returned from the Soviet 
Union with a good feeling 
about the high sense of 
“morality” among the citizenry. 


Ali did not explain how he 
became so familiar with the 
Soviet population in his V.I.P. 
whirlwind tour, but he states, “I 
didn’t see no guns. No crime. 
No prostitutes. Not one homo¬ 
sexual.” 

How Ali would have known 
if he saw a homosexual or not 
was not elaborated upon by the 
former boxing champ. He did 
make it clear that he considers 
Gay people in the same 
category as guns, crime and 
prostitution.

HOT TRUCKIN’, now 
showing at the Nob Hill 
Cinema, is one of the few 
movies of recent years which 
lives up to its advance publicity. 
The movie is satisfying without 
being memorable, features 
good-looking, horny and 
aggressive young men, has 
excellent photography by 
Robert Shaw, clear and natural 
color, plus sensible straightfor¬ 
ward direction by Lancer 
Brooks. Almost everything 
you could ask for in a porno — 
except spontaneity, mood, and 
true excitement. 

Enough of a plot exists to 
make sex scenes inevitable and 
believable. Buck and Nick 
work for an in-city trucking firm 
and have oh so many loads to 
deliver. The truckers are 
always received by semi-clad 
and semi-erect young men 
who can’t wait to sign for the 
delivery and sing for their 
supper. While Buck visits with 
a carpenter, Nick kills time in a 
public john with a dark-haired, 
aggressive fellow who’s been 
featured in recent magazines 
under the name Derek. The 
two simultaneous encounters 
are ingeniously cross-cut as 
each couple pursues the same 
sort of sex, and four climaxes 
are reached at the same time. 



Gordon Grant stars as Buck, 
and while he may not be the 
superstar the ads proclaim, he 
does have certain undeniable 
qualifications for the job. He is 
big; he is handsome, muscular 
and hung. He is also passion¬ 
less, uncharismatic, and un- 
creative and methodical in his 
sex-play. All of his encounters 
consist of the same activities, 
performed in the same order, 
rather automatically, as if he 
was reading cue cards. The 
sheer beauty, of his body and 
musculature make up in part 
for these faults, as does the 
strength of his climax. His 
trucking partner, Nick, 
certainly shows more interest in 
his pursuits and is good-looking 
and thick to boot. Both men 
are surprisingly credible actors, 
showing the natural good 
humor and camaraderie of 
being trucker-buddies. 
“Grease it up and point it 
north,” growls Nick as they 
climb into their rig and head 
out for more choice/chance 
encounters. 

While this “trucker” movie is 
certainly not in a league with 
Joe Gage’s famous KANSAS 
CITY TRUCKING series, it will 
provide a substantially 
enjoyable dose of film-sex. 
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Buck and Nick are unable to 
reach their home office by 
telephone because their dis¬ 
patcher — tall and hard — is 
busy on the phone himself with 
an obscene caller. This jackoff 
scene is intercut with Buck’s 
visit to a painter’s studio and 
'the willing seduction of another 
young man. 

After a busy morning, Buck 
and Nick take a lunch break, 
but find themselves being 
cruised by a truly handsome 
red-headed boy on a bicycle. 
Moments later, the movie’s 
hottest scene arrives as Nick 
and Buck fondle themselves 
and lure the boy into the back 
of the truck for a hot three- 
way.

Far less interesting is the 
second feature, 

BOYNAPPED, now in a return 
showing. With its ludicrous 
plot about unrequited love for a 
college roommate, his subse¬ 
quent kidnapping and instant 
conversion to gayness, plus 
generally tepid sex, the movie 
has not much to recommend it. 
Only the plastic beauty of 
Target model Wade Nichols as 
the kidnapper is of any worth, 
and even this would be better 
served by a set of photos.

The Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice has notified Gay Rights 
Advocates that it is exempt 
from federal income tax. This 
means that contributions to the 
San Francisco-based public 
interest law firm are deductible. 

GRA’s Director, “The expedi¬ 
tious manner in which our 
application was processed is 
further evidence that the IRS 
has discarded its earlier policy 
of delay, harassment and dis¬ 
crimination against non-profit 
organizations that serve the 
Gay community.” 

Knutson told B.A.R. Gay 
Rights Advocates was founded 
in February 1978 to take legal 
action to defend the civil and 
constitutional rights of Lesbians 
and Gay men.
